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(h) A system for positioning an object, wherein the remote center of rotation 
is located inside the object; 

(i) A system for positioning an object, wherein the remote center of rotation 
is located outside the object; 

(j) A system for positioning an object, wherein the remote center of rotation 
is located on the surface of the object. 



Applicant elects to prosecute embodiment (f) from Group I and embodiment (j) from Group II. 
This election is made without traverse.
